Pack ha m called iho iiicetfng lo or- 
der at S.1S p.m. and in a few re- 
marks he explained his presence In 
the chair in place of An won who is 
alii) suffering from his unfortunate 
accident, and that he was pleased to 
he able to announce that the opera- 
tion which he had undergone had been 
'.'uccessful. He then pointed out that 
this meeting was merely ri preliminary 
tc the repulnr Students' Society mect- 
inp- to be held on March 19th and that 
the subjects brought up were to bo 
discussed with a view of saving time 
on the 39th. 11<± then proceeded to 
outline the agenda of the present 
meeting which included five principle 
matters, nnmely the rending of the 
constitution of the Students' Council, 
emphasizing proposed amendments; 
the proposed constitution for the Mc- 
Gill Union; the compulsory athletic 
levy; and the amendment of the con- 
stitution introducing a representative 
for .the school of Commerce to the 
Students' Council. He said that after 
the meeting the Smokor-propey would 
take place, at which the athletic re- 
wards would be made and the candi- 
dates for the forthcoming election 
would outline their platforms. Due 
to the limited time at the disposal of 
the meeting he expressly stipulated 
that no -speech should he of greater 
length than three minutes duration. 

The first question brought up for 
discussion was that of the general 



compulsory levy uii all male iiliidontti 
to mipporl athletics- which levy would 
entitle slmlcnts t" tree attendance at 
nil home un men in which Mi-.lîl II uliould 
lake part. The Mlbjool was Intro- 
duced 'by 'I'itlniiirHh Who renin rlied on 
Iho recent cui-respuiitlmioe appearing 
In i in- columns of the Dally uml deplor- 
ed ih, h this should liiivo so often 
wandered from the poinl In liuustlun.

ty In obtaining sufficient fundi! and 
(hat it was the object of this scheme 
lo Increase llio present compulsory 
reo of twelve dollars i*12.f)0) to ono 
of seventeen dollars (.flT.fll)) which 
Increase would entitle a student to 
free admlllniieo . to nil home games. 
He enumerated the benefits! of this 
system saying that In t% first place 
It •would Increase the athletic board's 
revenues; second, that tbn student 
would be relieved from all worry as 
tu how ho should procure sufficient 
money to attend any one particular 
game; thirdly, that there would he 
an enormous resultant increase in at- 
tindanco at all games, lie went on 
to say that the average student will 
be saving- under this system from five 
to eight dollars per annum, empha- 
sizing that a student under the pro- 
sent system would have to pay some- 
thing in the neighborhood of twelve 
dollars to attend simply the major 
games. Alexander then gave a num- 
ber of '.statistics which he maintained 
justified even a less amount than five 
dollars ($5.00) being added to the 
fees. It was later pointed out, with 
nn Imposing reference to the number 
of games that would be thus affected 
(some thirty five) that expert opinion 
agreed in setting the lowest, possible 
estimate at five dollars ($5.00) 
Duncan Anderson gave his opinion 
that this scheme would at least on-

Duncan Anderson then read over

There was no 
discussion on this but Pacltham in- 
formed the meeting that thn constl- 
tulion would be read again before the 
motion of adoption should be Intro- 
duced at the next meeting. 

Packhum then suggested that It was 
proposed lo discuss at the next meet. 
Ing the question, of electing by ballot, 
as is the President of the Students' 
Council for Instance, the Presidents 
of sundry clubs and organisations 
under the supervision of the Students' 
Council. The three societies men- 
tioned under this are the Literary and 
Debating Society, the McGill Cana- 
dian Club and the Musical Associa- 
tion. H vita afterwards suggested 
that the cheer leader should also be 
elected by popular vote. 

Commerce Representative 

Grant Glnssco Introduced the sub- 
ject of an amendment to allow the 
School of Commerce a representative 
on the Students' Council. He said 
that there h a d been a notice of mo- 
tion in the Daily some days previous- 
ly- and that he was strongly in favour 
of the idea. He pointed out that 
Commerce had a registration of over

TO McGILL'S VOTERS. 



"Vote, and vote early," has often been made the exhortative 
slogan for election day, but at times if you act in haste you may 
have full cause to repent at leisure. And it is because of this dusty 
and somewhat hackneyed motto, with its well worn didacticism, 
' that we would say instead on this, the morning of elections, "Vote, 
' but above all things, vote intelligently." 

There really should be no need whatever to urge intelligent 
action among university students But even the best regulated 
humans are liable to permit their biased enthusiasm to cover up 
and smother their reason; and even the most precise and business- 
like may lapse, because of the weakness of nature, into a period 
of haphazard action. Such things arc sad, it is true, but never- 
theless they exist, and we have seen sufficient to make us believe 
that there arc undergraduates who arc not in a position to cast a 
perfectly sound vote this morning. Some students — and of this 
•we are positive — automatically support a candidate merely be- 
cause by the law of chance he happens to be registered in the 
same faculty as they, themselves, are. The men in the ranks of 
the so-called opposition are never considered, even though they 
•possess merits, which deserve the closest attention. 1 hen there 
are those who do not worry their heads about candidates, plat- 
forms, elections, and politics. Yet they may perchance cast a 
ballot, usually accepting the advice of some kind hearted friend, 
or merely using the hit or miss method .i 

But it is extremely regrettable if men must refrain from vot- 
ing, for then the candidates cannot know exactly what portion of 
the student body has placed faith in them. But we would sug- 
gest that every student, who has not done so already, try to ascer- 
tain as accurately as possible the relative merits of the men who 
are standing for office. This may mean that some may have to 
delay their voting for a few hours, but the polls are open until six, 
and a ballot is good until that time. We ask you to clear your 
mind of all preconceived thoughts, and any unwarranted influ- 
ences. Then weigh the facts slowly, carefully and with judicial 
foresight . And after having done this, go quickly to the poljs to 
vote, and vote intelligently^

On Walt Whitman much ban hern 
written. It is common knowledge 
that his work Mas aroused much 
censure, and more eulogy. People 
find it difficult to assume a judicious 
attitude in discussing him. A first 
reading of his hypolhetelaj verse will 
enable one to imagine what the ICng- 
lish speaking world's earliest im- 
pression was of this perplexing man. 
By some he was regarded as an ec- 
centric, madcap, wildly flambuoyant 
exponent of amorphous) crudity and 
hlatariey who In an attempt to got 
his stuff across to the American 
camerados en masso sucCoeded- niar- 
vellonsly in creatine- jangling" con- 
cussions and repercussions of sound. 
Others regarded him as the father of 
the. spirit of Xcw America— a gigan- 
tic, rough hewn, uncouth America 
slowly finding itself, and beginning 
lo feel its way. He was either a 
false priest gloating over words' or a 
true saint boldly and nobly pro- 
claiming the doctrine"" of - freedom . 
True it is that In reading his work 
one is prone very often to accuse 
him of boasting the expression of an 
exaggerated word-loving Harcelais, 
coupled with the obscurity of a Qer- 
man philosopher. 

But Walt Whitman has been more 
sinned against than sinning, s Jazz- 
mania does not . trace its source to 
him, nor can the writers or wretched 
free-verse claim in him a prototype. 
He did not lend his sanction to any 
movement aiming at the modification 
of the adage Art for Art's sake by, 
substituting the word smart for art. 
Whitman wss a brave defender of 
his own faith, who felt urgings with- 
in him, and who strove to give these 
urgings their fittest expression. He 
was original, earnest and "large 
enough to be either a cosmos or a 
chaos.' We are not yet far enough 
away tu view him In proper perspec- 
tive. It would be wise, therefore,, to 
lose some of our prejudice in refer- 
ence to him and to suspend judg- 
ment.

_ Pew men have lent themselves 
more easily to parody than Walt 
Whitman.' Ty be* parodied is; a sign 
of greatness. There can be no more 
certain indication that an author 
bas excited interest a.nd made un im, 
pression than that attempts have 
been made to burlesque hlni. And 
the finer, the higher class of parody 
evoked, the more influential mus 1 , be 
the author parodied. 

"Parodies on Walt Whitman" in an 
admirable collection.

There could be nothing more baff- 
ling to try to wrltn about than this

.îallct Russe daintily parodied. It is 
Tchaikovsky sprung to life, It i s Ari 
in song and dance and pantomime 
done perfectly It Is a thing to leave 
wonderfully beautiful memories to 
fade slowly through days and weeks; 
the haunting refrain of "K! Ukhnem" 
with the misty Volga in the back- 
ground stretching out into the dis- 
tance and the dim figures of men by 
the lanterns singing; the pathos of 
that decrepit old couple in the gar- 
dens of the Trianon shuffling 
through the paces of the minuet; the 
rich, tr.assed voice of the gypsies, and 
the perfect delicacy of the animated 
tableaux, the Dresden china sec-saw 
and the Dclfl-warc "Danse liolon- 
dalse." 

The settings are at once simple 
and beautiful on analysis just what 
is necessary 10 suggest the illusion, 
snd done in the futuristic style which 
has revolutionised Kuronoan stage- 
craft..
